Trump asks court for DACA 
ruling as Congress negotiates 


Deferred Action for Childhood Arrivals 
program will continue during appeal

WASHINGTON — The Trump 
administration said Tuesday it 
would ask the Supreme Court to 
decide the fate of so-called Dream- 
ers, but leave the immigration pro- 
gram in place until then — a move 


that should provide more time for 
Congress and the White House to 
negotiate a solution. 

The divisive issue has been at the 
center of talks between Democrats 
and Republicans to avert a govern- 


ment shutdown Friday. 

The Justice Department said it 
will ask the high court to overturn a 
federal judge’s ruling that blocks 
President Donald Trump from end- 
ing Deferred Action for Childhood 


Arrivals, an Obama-era program 
that now offers protection from de- 
portation for about 700,000 people 
who were brought to the US. il- 
legally as children. 

But a Supreme Court ruling 
could easily take months, and the

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Holocaust center plans Orlando move 


Proposal for 50-year lease includes 
$20M renovation, $1 yearly rent

The Holocaust Memorial Resource and Educa- 
tion Center of Florida is planning a move from 
Maitland to downtown Orlando, along with an ex- 
pansion that will make it five times the size of its 


current 7,000-square-foot facility. 


The Orlando City Council on Monday will con- 


sider a proposal to lease the building at 75 S. Ivanhoe 


Blvd., most recently the Orlando Regional Chamber 
of Commerce in north downtown, to the Holocaust 


center for 50 years at $1per year. 


In exchange, the center would agree to renovate it 


to the tune of $20 million, including interior and 
exterior updates to the existing building and the 
construction of a 20,000-square-foot add-on build- 


ing for exhibits and an auditorium. 


Orlando Mayor Buddy Dyer called it a “perfect”

Eustis boy, 6, dies after 
contact with rabid bat

EUSTIS — Six-year-old Ryker 
Roque returned from the woods 
across from his house nearly every 
day with either a dead bug or liz- 
ard in his hands, said his mother, 
Michelle Roque. 

So when his dad, Henry Roque, 
brought home a sick bat he found 
while working maintenance at the 
Quality Inn & Suites in Mount 
Dora, the first-grader couldn’t re- 
sist and got too close to the noctur- 
nal mammal — a seemingly harm- 
less act that turned fatal. 

“He’d always do the exact op- 
posite of what we told him to do,” 
his mother said. 

On Tuesday, the parents stood 
outside their home off State Road 
19 and talked about Ryker, who 
died Sunday at Arnold Palmer 
Hospital for Children in Orlando 
after coming into contact with the 
rabid bat. The couple, who origi- 
nally thought their son was 
scratched but now believe he was 
bitten, said they’re so distraught 
that they plan to move out of their 
house. 

“Were not going to live here 
anymore,” Michelle Roque said. 
“It’s just too much pain.” 

Ryker was a rare fatal victim of 
rabies. There was only one fatality 
from rabies last year in the US. 
and fewer than two dozen over a 
nearly decade-long period 
through September 2017
